Aronnd on a Holt — ThrilUne Experience 
With a Loij Jam. 
' 'I never hear of persons narrowly es- 


caping death or surviving extraordinary 
injuries," said the New York represen- 
tative- of a big pulp mill company, "thai 
I do not think of some remarkable in- 
stances of the kind that have occurred at 
one of our mills in the northern part of 
this state. O;i one occasion a workman 
named Wolf -was engaged in cleaning a 
machine used at a certain stage in the 
process of pulp manufacture. The prin- 
cipal feature of this machine was two 
very heavy iron rollers — one above the 
other. When in operation, the tipper 
roller was pressed closely down on the 
lower one, and they revolved in opposite 
directions. To clean these rollers the up- 
per one v,-as raised seven or eight inches, 
the machine of course being at rest. 


"In the course of his work Wolf, who 


v/aa a young German, thrust his head 
and shoulders between the rollers to see 
better to clean tho lower roller. While 
ha was in (hat position some careless 
person turned on tho water power. The 
rollers started at once, and before the 
alarm could be given imd the water 
turner! off Wolf was drawn cl^arthrough 
between the rollers and dropped on the 
other side, a.; much like pulp, "so far as 
appears nc.f:8 went, as anything conld be. 
I happened to be in Unit part of the mill 
at the time and saw the frightful mishap. 


"I ran to where the limp form of the 


workman lay and dispatched' a messen- 


er at once for a doctor, "merely as a 


matter of form, however, for that any- 
thing could be done for the shapeless 
mass of humanity never entered my 
mind. It was impossible to lift the body. 
We shuffled it on to a blanket and car- 
ied it to the unfortunate man's home. 


'. noticed that, although there was not 
lie slightest evidence of consciousness, 
^olf was still breathing and that his 
leart was beating. When the doctor 
came, he declared that from the shoul- 
ders down there was positively not a 
single whole bone left in Wolf's body. 
He said there was not one chance in ten 
thousand of the man living. 


" 'It would take 10 doctors a week to 


set his bones,' he said. 


"He incased the body in plaster from 


the neck down, and when he came next 
day was amazed to find that Wolf was 
still alive and had regained conscious- 
ness. Wolf lay incased in plaster for 
several weeks. His bones knit and grew 
•together again, but in such a way that 
when he was able to get around he was 
covered with knobs and ridges and queer 
corners and angles from head to feet. 
But he was jilive. He was our night 
watchman for 10 years after that and is 
alive today. 


"Another time a workman in H dif- 


ferent part of the mill named Sannemau 
was caught in a big belt by a felt apron 
he wore, and before the works could be 
stopped he was whirled seven times 
around the pulleys, striking the ceiling 
with tremendous force each time. He 
was taken up for dead. I examined him 
before the doctor came, and there wasn't 
even the siern of an abrasion or mark on 
his bodj'. 
Ten minutes later, when the 


doctor came, he V.MS as bluclc as coal all 
over. There wasn't a spot on him that 
was not discolored. The doctor exam- 
ined the man carefully, and to his 
amazement found that there was not a 
bone broken anywhere about him. His 
injuries were so slight that he was at 
work again within two days. Yet he 
had passed seven times through a space 
between the pulley and the beam not 
over seven inches wide. 


Once tho dam of one of our mills be- 


came so closed with logs that they in- 
terfered with the water power. It was 
necessary to release the jam or shut down 
the mill. Tho work would necessarily 
endanger the lives and limbs of all who 
engaged in it, and volunteers wero asked 
for, handsome extra pay being offered. 
Plenty of men wero • ready to take the 
risks, among them Put O'Brien, an Irish- 
man, 
Cl years old. He insisted on being

[11 falling a tuiaiiita- t:f lo,c?a iVH oil end 
in a group, their upper ends toppling to- 
gether, forming an almost perfect tent, or 
peaked hut. with the down stream side 
open. The men hafl escaped injury, not 
only from the logs in the fall, but from 
the tremendous plunge itself, and it was 
as they landed in the water below that tho 
tent of logs formed with them beneath 
its shelter. This saved them from being 
drowned by the water that plunged 
down from the great height. 


"There was constant danger of the 


shelter of logs being forced from its 
lodgment by the pressure of water. In 
view of the latter danger, when it came 
to rescuing them, the three young men 
of the party urged old Pat O'Brien to be 
hauled up first. He obstinately refused 
to be hauled tip until his- companions 
had been rescued, .when he took his 
chance and was landed safely above. 
He had scarcely been lifted above the 
shelter of the logs whenit gave way, and 
the logs went crashing, and thundering 
on down the stream. I have heard of 
wonderful escapes of death, but never 
anything BO wonderful as that."— New 
York Sun.

WHAT TO I»0 WITH Ji 


How to deal with Nevada ? is a ques- 


tion that is receiving more or less at- 
tion 
throughout 
the country. 
A 


proposition made ia the House of 
.Representatives to increase its popula- 
tion and property by the annexation of 
Utah did not receive favorable con- 
sideration in that body and it does not 
seem to meet the approval of Nevadans. 
Now comes tho San Francisco Chronicle 
rfith the suggestion that the problems 
of admitting Utah to Statehood and en- 
ablicg Nevada to maintain o, State gov- 
ernment be solved at once by annexing 
Utah to Nevada. " The State thus in- 
creased," it argues, '• would have popu- 
lation enough to support a State gov- 
ernment with ease, whilo the people of 
Utah have all the rights they could 
acquire by the admission of the pres- 
ent Territory as a State, the only differ- 
ence being that they would be citizens 
of the State of Nevada instead of the 
State of Utah." The Chronicle thinks 
the project is worthy of discussion, for 
if Utah should beco ni a State it would 
then bo too late to t • '• about annexa- 
tion. 


Much could be said in f ivor of and 


against annexation, but not necessarily 
the annexation of Utah to Nevada. As 
has beeu repeatedly stated in the 
JOURNAL, the union of the State and 
Territory would, the moment the Con- 
stitution could be amended, make 
Western Nevada an outlying settle- 
ment of the new State. The capital 
and all State institutions, including the 
University, as well as the 
Federal 


Courts and officials would be removed 
to Ogdeu or Salt Lake city, 600 miles 
away. 


Aa suggestions as to tho best way to 


dispose of Nevada are in order, why 
not divide California on an east and 
west line and extend the line east to 
Utah, attaching Northern Nevada to 
Northern California and make South- 
ern Nevada and Southern California 
one? It is admitted that the division 
of California is inevitable and its con- 
summation only a question of a few 
years. 
Already the preliminary ar- 


ranfei^ients for a separation have been 
Eijule sad ineetings have been held in 
the southern counties to discuss ways 
and means for carrying the project into 
effect. The people of Western Nevada 
are more closely identified with Cali- 
fornia than with Utah. 
There are 


several California counties east of the 
Sierra Nevada whoso interests are 
identical with those of Nevada. Their 
products have to pass through Keno to 
reach a market and their people go 
through this town to reach tr.3 capital 
of their State. Why not then, so long 
as the division of California is not only 
possible but probable, extend the divis- 
ion line through Nevada and settle the 
qnnitiou in a way that would be moro 
satisl'nctnry to those immediately con- 
cerned ta in by annexing Utah to Ne- 
vada ? 


If the East would deal fairly with Ne- 


vada it would be amply able to take 
care of itself. It has vast and varied 
undeveloped resources Its valleys are 
fertile and, where irrigated, as pro- 
ductive as any in the temperate zone. 
Its mountains abound in gold, silver, 
copper, nickel, lead, antimony and iron 
ores, and its deserts contain deposits of 
sulphur, salt, borax and soda. Its 
climate is the most salubrious, and it 
can bo -.st of more sunshine in a year 
than anr State in tho Union. It has 
made many millionaires and beyond 
doubt will make many more. Anarchy 
noes not thrive within its confines and 
notwithstanding the harsh treatment it 
bits been subjected to by the law-mak- 
ing power there is les* suffering for the 
necessaries of life among its people 
than in the communities which for 
selfish purposes have endeavored to 
crush its principal industry. True, its 
population, compared with many of the 
older States, is small, but the day is 
not far distant when it will be ma- 
terially increased. 
The State owes 


nothing to outsiders and if itt _>aople 
are compelled by adverse legi'' ition to 
surrender Statehood they t.. juld be 
given the privilege of choosing whether 
they shall be annexed to Utah or Cali- 
fornia.

VJKH CERTIFICATES.. 


One of the largest National Banks of 


Boston refused 
to accept National 


bank notes or silver certificates in pay- 
ment of a draft mainly becausa the 
bills were of small denomination. As 
silver certificates are not a legal tender 
between private individuals, it was 
proposed to substitute silver dollars 
for the same, but it was insisted that 
the bank was obliged to take the Na- 
tional b.iuk notes. Tuo matter was ap- 
pealed to the Comptroller of the Cur- 
rency, who at first sustained the bank 
in its refusal, but subsequently reversed 
bis decision when the law was quoted. 
Section 5,196 of the Eevised Statutes 
Bays: "Every National Banking Asso- 
ciation formed or existing under this 
title shall take and receive at par for 
any debt or liability to it any and all 
notes or bills issued by any lawfully 
organized National Banking Associa- 
tion." This shows that National bank 
notes are a legal tender for debts due 
Buch banks, but that silver certificates 
are not 
However, standard dollars, in 


which silver certificates are redeem- 
able, are a legal tender for such debts.

Situation

CUaugctl on tho 


Islands. 


HONOLULU, December 9.—Although 


the situation is not virtually changed 
in the three days since the sailing of 
the steamer Oceanic several matters of 
more or leas importance have trans- 
pired, and the latest diplomatic com- 
munications between Minister Willis 
and the provisional government have 
been secured by an Associated Press 
reporter. 


On November 29th President Dole 


addressed a note to Minister Willis in 
which he stated that the provisional 
government had received notice from 
Minister Thurston of Secretary Ores- 
ham's letter. The provisional govern- 
ment wished to inquire first if it was 
correct; if so, it was intimated that it 
was due them to be informed as to 
what were the relations of the United 
States in relation to the recommenda- 
tions of the Seqretary of State. 


On December 2d a reply was received 


by President Dole, in which Minister 
Willis stated in substance that he con- 
sidered the letter of Secretary Gresham 
a domestic matter with which he 
(Willis) had nothing to do. It was his 
opinion, however, that President Cleve- 
land would decide to furnish definite 
information and inst ructions as sooa 
as he had received certain advices 
which has been transmitted to him. It 
was Minister Willis' opinion that Presi- 
dent Cleveland would be able to come 
to a conclusion because he was anxious 
to have the Hawaiian trouble speedily 
settled. 


A previous note had also been re- 


ceived from Minister Willis in which it 
was understood that he acqueiesced in 
the notice served upon him that no 
troops should be landed 
from the 


United States men-of-war without the 
written consent of the provisional gov- 
ernment. 


On December 7th the executive and 


advisory councils of the government 
met to consider the question of inves- 
tigating the conduct and loyalty of a 
number of employes known to be royal- 
ists or royalist sympathizers. 
The 


matter was taken up in open session 
before a large number of visitors, and 
resulted in the following resolutions, 
with but one dissenting voice: 


" That is the opinion of this advisory 


council that the Executive should pro- 
ceed upon an investigation as to the 
loyalty of all employes of this Govern- 
ment and the support given by them 
to it. 


" That in ;the determination or the 


loyalty of the employes of the Govern- 
ment the standard shall include the 
active support of this Government 
and its purposes in the past." 


The grounds upon which the advisory 


council based the necessity for their 
action are briefly summarized from F. 
M. Hatch's speech in then- support as 
follows: 


"We are in au anomalous condition. 


Though the existing and only govern- 
ment, we have been discredited in the 
eyes of the world by the utterances of 
Secretary Gresham, and we now have 
our work to do over again. We must 
now settle the question of restoration 
ourselves. The lady across the way 
still claims to be Queen, and appeals to 
a foreign power, the United States, to 
reinstate her. As long as this state of 
affairs continues we are in the midst of 
a conflict, and must keep in the employ 
of the Government only those whose 
loyalty is unquestioned. We can have 
no traitors in our midst. Nothing could 
be more demoralizing than the sus- 
picion that when approaching a rendez- 
vous in the executive building in a 
moment of danger treachery might be 
found there. One or two determined 
traitors could do immense damage 
under such circumstances." 


Spokane Waterworks InjuUctioil. 
SPOKANE, Wash., December 16.—The 


water works injunction suit was settled 
to-day by Judges Moore, Back and 
Arthur. The decision was that the city 
officials could not let the contract 
under the old bids, but they could re- 
advertise for bids or let the contract by 
day labor. This is one of the injunc- 
tion suits which has caused so much 
trouble in Spokane, but the laboring 
men are now pleased with the results.

SILVER MJ2N IN COUNCIL. 


A conference pf silver men is being 


held at Washington to devise methods 
for conducting the fight for free coin 
age. 
It is attended by Senators Jones 


and Stewart of Nevada, Generals War- 
ner and Weaver, Sir Moreton Frewen 
of England and several other distin- 
guished advocates of free coinage, 
Speeches were made by Lecturer White- 
head of the National Grange and Sen- 
ator Jones of Nevada. The latter, in 
reply to questions by Grand Master 
Sovereign of the Knights of Labor, said 
that when labor assisted in securing 
free coinage there should be reciprocity 
on the part of the silver men. The 
Senator contended that all labor ques- 
tions were merged in the money ques- 
tion and its solution would settle them 
al). 
The speakers generally agreed 


that the money question should be 
made the paramount issue of all indus- 
trial organizations and that a united 
effort be made to carry the congress- 
ional elections next fall. Senator Jones 
thinks that a national party on these 
lines is among the probabilities and 
that the tendency of the conference is 
toward such an organization.

•ailor, who has been living a hand to 
mouth existence in Oakland for several 
months, has fallen heir to the estate of 
his father, valued at over £32,000.

In a lot adjoining the bouse he estab- 
lished a miniature shipyard, with cra- 
dle, blocks and ways, and there he built 
a full size steam launch, which lacks 
nothing but an engine to make it com- 
plete. The tale the stranger told was 
about as follows: Five years ago he was 
a schoolboy in England and had a pen- 
chant for reading tales of adventure. 
His reading made him so long for travel 
that he ran away and went to sea. 
When he came home, his father took 
him to Liverpool and bound him over 
to a sea captain for a voyage to and 
from Australia. He was signed for two 


. years, but long before the voyage had 
been finished the boy's dreams had been 


j dispelled, and he had determined to de- 
sprt. 
When the vessel reached San 


' Francisco on the homeward voyage, he 
| accordingly got ashore and staid there,

to Save IliH Tuuchcr. 


The little district schoolbonse at Coop- 


erville, Livingston county, was burned 
down Monday. The teacher, MisH Mabel 
Porter, aged ~0, and ii httle lioro scbolur 
lost their lives. Two hours alter school 
opened MJSS Porter detected (he =iuell of 
smoke. Siie opened a door Ic.ulmg into 
a woodshed to discover if anything was 
on fire. As she did so tho flames bnrst 
into the schoolroom and enveloped the 
teacher. Miss Porter screamed and fell 
forward into tho fire. 


Immediately (he schoolroom was in an 


uproar. There were 22 scholars, most 
of whom aro small children. 
Two 


brothers — Melvin and Charles Cham- 
bers, aged 14 and 16 years—displayed re- 
markable presence of mind. To their 
hard work at the risk of their own lives 
is given the credit of saving most of the 
imperiled pupils. There was but one 
door—that opening into tho burning 
shed—by which entrance to the school- 
house was afforded. 
The brothers, see- 


ing escape cut off in that direction, tore 
a seat loose from the floor, placed it un- 
der a window, smashed the glass and 
managed to lift the children through. 
Three girls tainted, anil it was with dif- 
ficulty that they were dragged through 
the IKtle window to a place of safety. 


Four-year-old John Johnson, son of a 


farmer residing near by, was burned to 
death. He was the teacher's pet. When 
he saw her fall forward into the fire, he 
ran to her side in a vain and futile effort 
to protect her from harm. So he Jied like 
a hero. When the ruins of the school- 
house were searched, the charred bodies 
of the teacher and the noble little fellow 
were found bide by side, 


The Chambers boys were both severely 


burned about the face and arms. The 
younger inhaled so much hot air that it 
is feared serious injury may result.— 
Rochester Special.

A uniform granite forma- 


tion is, he says, by far the most promi- 
nent geological peculiarity ol Mashona- 
land and indeed of most of the interior 
of South Africa. 
Sometimes it rises 


into mountains, but usually the general 
level is only broken by low kopjes, and 
in those parts where the bed rock and 
surface are flattest the kopjes present 
the most singular appearance. 
The 


whole country seems dotted with huge 
curbstones, and in whichever direction 
you look they gradually close in the 
view, as the trunks of trees would in 
a forest. 
Some of these curbstones are 


300 feet or more high, sheer all round, 
and apparently of smaller diameter 
than height. 
Sometimes the original 


mass has been so broken up as to'form 
the most marvelous steeplelike struc- 
tures springing out of the rich foliage 
that grows in all the crevices. Native 
huts are built on these kopjes in almost 
'inaccessible positions.—London News.
